SECTIONS    RELATING    TO  FINANCE 
COMMITTEE. 

Section  8  (3)  •  *'  Every  Borough  Council  shall  from  time  to 
time  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  for  regulating  and  controlling 
the  finance  of  he  Council ;  and  no  order  ot  payment  for  any  sum 
whether  on  account  of  capital  or  income,  shall  be  made  by  a  Borough 
Council,  except  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Council  passed 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee ;  and  any  costs, 
debt,  or  liability  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  shall  not  be  incurred, 
except  upon  a  resolution  of  the  Council,  passed  on  an  estimate 
submitted  by  the  Finance  Committee.  The  notice  of  the  meeting, 
at  which  any  resolution  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  by  the  Borough 
Council  (otherwise  than  for  ordinary  periodical  payments),  or  any 
resolution  for  incurring  any  costs,  debt,  or  liability  exceeding  fifty 
pounds,  will  be  proposed,  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  said  sum, 
costs,  debt,  or  liability,  and  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  to  be 
paid  or  incurred.  Provided  that  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  not 
apply  to  the  payments  made  in  pursuance  of  a  precept  from  another 
authority." 

Section  9  (1)  J  "  AH  payments  to  and  by  the  Borough  Council 
shall  be  made  to  and  by  the  Borough  Treasurer,  and  all  payments 
by  the  Council  shall,  unless  made  in  pursuance  of  the  specific 
requirements  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  or  an  order  of  a  competent 
Court,  be  made  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  Council,  signed  by 
three  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  present  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Council,  and  countersigned  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  same 
order  may  include  several  payments.  Moreover,  all  cheques  for 
payment  of  moneys  issued  in  pursuance  of  any  such  order,  shall  be 
countersigned  by  the  Town  Clerk,  or  by  a  Deputy  approved  by  the 
Council."

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Hammersmith . 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  herewith  a  statement  of 
abstract  of  accounts  of  the  Council  for  year  ended  31st  March,  1907. 
The  Accounts  have  been  prepared  upon  an  Income  and  Expenditure 
basis,  and  show  clearly  the  income  received  and  accrued,  and 
expenditure  paid  and  incurred  during  the  financial  year. 

GENERAL  RATE  ACCOUNT. 

The  financial  year  commenced  with  a  deficiency  of  £^,312  8s.  od. 
and  closed  with  a  deficiency  of  ;f  11,988  6s.  od.  This  deficiency 
was  principally  caused  by  a  supplementary  precept  being  served 
by  the  Hammersmith  Guardians  requiring  the  Borough  Council  to 
pay  an  additional  amount  of  ;f  12,000.  As  this  Precept  was  received 
in  February  last,  it  was  not  possible  to  include  the  amount  in  the 
ordinary  half-yearly  rate  demand,  and  it  was  not  deemed  expedient 
to  make  a  supplemental  demand  upon  ratepayers.  The  deficiency 
will  be  met  by  raising  the  Borough  rate  during  current  half  year. 
The  total  amount  produced  by  rating  has  been  ^289,579  3s.  iid., 
being  ^144,458  12s.  3d.  during  the  first,  and  ^145,120  lis.  8d. 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year.  In  addition  a  sum  of;fi,ooo 
has  been  contributed  towards  General  Rate  Revenue  expenditure 
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out  of  surplus  profits  earned  by  the  Borough  Electrical  under- 
taking. The  rate  levied  to  raise  these  sums  being  3s.  lod.  during 
the  first,  and  3s.  lod.  during  the  second  half  year.  Of  the  total 
amount  so  raised,  ^225,961  19s.  iid.  has  been  paid  to  other  public 
authorities  in  pursuance  of  Precepts  served  by  them  upon  the 
Council,  including  a  sum  of  ^1,242  5s.  lod.  raised  to  meet  the 
financial  requirements  of  Central  Unemployed  Body  under  the 
provisions  of  Unemployed  Workmen's  Act,  1905. 

CAPITAL  ACCOUNT. 

The  total  amount  of  new  capital  borrowed  during  the  year  by 
the  Council  to  meet  its  requirements  has  been  £8^,6g^.  The 
amount  raised  for  Highway  and  General  Improvement  purposes 
being  ^26,500. 

Further  additional  capital  being  needed  for  extending  the 
Electric  light  installation  within  the  Borough,  ^34,195  was 
borrowed  for  this  purpose.  A  loan  of  ^25,000  was  also  raised 
to  enable  the  Council  to  partially  meet  the  cost  of  erecting  Baths 
and  Wash-houses  in  Lime  Grove.  No  further  capital  has  been 
required  for  Public  Library  or  Cemetery  purposes.  It  may  be  here 
remarked  that  although  the  total  amount  of  Council's  liabilities  in 
respect  to  loans  has  much  increased  during  the  past  few  years,  yet 
the  net  charge  upon  the  Pjorough  rate  has  remained  almost 
stationary,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of  new  loans  have  been 
necessitated  by  the  requirements  of  the  Electric  scheme  or  for  other 
purposes  which  are  either  directly  or  indirectly  renumerative.  The 
year  commenced  with  a  capital  liability  of  £^g8,oyg  2s.  6d.  and 
closed  with  an  amount  of  £/^62,6qH  los.  4d.,  an  increase  of  ;f  64,619 
7s.  lod. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  loans  have  been  advanced  to 
the  Borough  Council  to  enable  it  to  meet  its  various  capital 
requirements,  viz.  :—

In  connection  with  the  indebtedness  of  the  Borough,  the  following 
tabular  statement  will  possess  some  interest,  inasmuch  as  it  sets  out 
the  amount  transferred  to  the  Rorougli  Council  by  the  late  Vestry 
at  9th  November,  1900,  and  the  amount  at  termination  of  last 
financial  year.  From  an  examinntion  of  the.  figures  contained  in  this 
statement  it  will  be  seen  that  (ku  ini^  a  ])eriod  of  6|-  years  intervening 
since  that  date,  there  has  been  incurrcul  a  net  increase  of  capital 
liability  amounting  to /"iGi, 361  2s.  4d.  The  net  sum  of  loansobtained 
during  that  time  for  ordinary  unremunerative  capital  requirements 
has  been  ^^4,673  los.  4d.,  whilst  an  amount  of  ^^^56,687  12s.  od. 
represents  various  loans  advanced  to  the  Council  for  Electric 
Lighting,  Cemetery,  Public  Libraries,  Baths  and  Washhouses  and 
other  purposes. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  above  indebtedness  of  ^462,698  los.  4d. 
includes  an  amount  of  ^^"5,600  obtained  on  loan  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  tenements  under  the  provisions  of  Part  III.  of  Housing  of 
\^'orking  Classes  Act,  1890.  So  far  as  the  capital  cost  of  the  scheme  is 
concerned  it  is  now  almost  self-supporting  and  is  not  expected  to 
prove  any  ultimate  burden  upon  the  Borough  rate. 

The  net  amount  due  for  advances  under  the  provisions  of  Small 
Dwellings  Acquisition  Act,  is  £"636  at  31st  March  last.  This  has 
been  included  in  the  total  indebtedness  for  the  sake  of  convenience, 
but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  not  a  capital  liability  of 
an  ordinary  kind.  It  is  comprised  of  amounts  raised  on  the  security 
of  the  Borough  Rate  for  the  purpose  of  making  advances  to  enable 
leasehold  houses  to  be  purchased.  A  corresponding  sum  is  due  to 
this  Council  by  the  borrowers.  The  several  loans  represented  by  this 
amount  have  been  advanced  by  the  Public  Works  Loan  Board,  and 
are  all  subject  to  redemption  by  40  half-yearly  instalments. 

NEW    STREETS  ACCOUNT. 

The  improvement  in  this  Account  referred  to  in  the  report  of  last 
year  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  ending  31st  March  last, 
inasmuch  as  a  smaller  sum  remained  uncollected  at  the  close  of  the 
period. 

At  31st  March,  1906,  there  was  a  deficiency  of  ;f  217  13s.  id.,andat 
end  of  year  a  balance  in  hand  of  £^516  19s.  2d.  During  the  year 
^^4,137  6s.  2d.  has  been  received  from  various  owners  for  making  up 
and  paving  new  streets,  and  an  amount  of  ;r3,402  13  iid.  has  been 
expended  by  payments  to  contractors  and  others  for  executing  the 
necessary  paving  works.  Every  effort  is  made  to  collect  outstanding 
sums  due  on  this  account,  but  as  some  of  the  amount  is  represented  by 
plots  of  land  in  new  streets  taken  to  and  paved,  the  ownership  of 
which,  for  different  reasons,  has  not  yet  been  ascertained,  it  is  probable 
there  will  be  delay  in  securing  payment  in  all  cases.  Other  sums 
are  due  by  owners  of  abutting  property,  whose  apportioned  amounts 
are  being  paid  off  by  instalments  extending  over  a  considerable 
period. 

PRIVATE    WORKS  ACCOUNT. 

This  Account  is  foruKxl  by  the  deposits  made  by  builders  and 
owners  of  property  to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  private  drain 


connections,  or  for  reinstating  paving  in  public  highways  after 
removal  of  hoardings,  etc.,  placed  round  buildings  in  course  of 
erection,  or  under  repair.  At  the  close  of  year  an  amount  of  £"56  8s. 
was  in  hand  remaining  unadjusted  on  this  Account,  comparing 
with  £\'2'~i  OS.  3d.  at  termination  of  previous  year.  The  total 
income  received  during  year  being  ^687  19s.  id.,  and  expenditure 
^758  IIS.  4d. 

BATHS    AND    WASHHOUSES  ACCOUNT. 

Further  expenditure  on  Capital  Account  in  connection  with  the 
erection  of  the  new  Baths  and  Washhouses  has  been  defrayed  during 
the  year.  At  close  of  last  year  the  amount  expended  was  ;f  6,422  9s.  6d. 
and  at  31st  March,  1907,  the  total  expenditure  was  ^28,040  los.  6d. 
The  total  loan  indebtedness  for  this  purpose  borrowed  to  date  is 
^28,000,  and  a  further  advance  on  loan  account  is  expected  to  be 
applied  for  early  in  present  year  to  cover  capital  committments. 

BOROUGH    CEMETERY  ACCOUNT, 

The  expenditure  for  Cemetery  purposes  during  the  year  has  been 
;f  3,392  2s.  8d.  The  amount  incurred  in  respect  of  Margravine  Road 
being  ^1,563  is.  9d.,  and  for  Mortlake  land  ^1,829  os.  iid.,  of  which 
;f  1,795  IS.  lod.  was  for  interest  on  loans  and  redemption  of  capital. 
The  income  from  burial  fees  at  the  former  Cemetery  has  again 
increased,  the  total  received  being  £2,311  6s.  2d.,  to  which  has  to  be 
added  £^171  4s.,  6d.,  derived  from  sale  of  plants,  shrubs,  and  other  floral 
decorations  of  graves,  and  from  miscellaneous  receipts.  Rent  of 
land  at  Mortlake  produced  a  net  sum  of  £  151  14s.  od.  The  deficiency 
on  this  Account  for  the  year  was  £857  i8s.  od.,  which  has  been 
charged  upon  the  General  Rate  Account. 

PUBLIC    LIBRARIES  ACCOUNT. 

This  Account  commenced  with  a  deficiency  of  ^582  iis.  id., 
owing  to  charging  the  Revenue  Account  during  previous  year 
with  an  amount  of  £^750  5s.  8(1.,  being  the  balance  of  cost  of 
erecting  the  new  Carnegie  Library.  This  liability  has  been 
partially  discharged  during  the  year  imder  review,  as  at  close  of 
this  period  the  deficiency  has  been  reduced  to  £"324  17s.  iid. 

The  expenditure  incurred  during  the  year  in  maintaining  the 
three  Public  Libraries  and  one  branch  Reading  Room  within  the 
Borough  was  ;i'3,i38  2s.  iid.,  inclusive  of  interest  on  loans  and 
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re-payment  of  borrowed  Capital.  The  produce  of  one  penny  on 
the  Borough  Rate  brought  in  ^'3,147  14s.  gd.,  whilst  income  was 
received  from  fines  and  miscellaneous  sources  reaching  to  £"248  is.  4d. 
The  total  Capital  Liabilities  of  this  Account  is  ^^4,253.,  whilst 
its  Capital  Assets  at  31st  March  last  amounted  to  ^^^23,878,  thus 
disclosing  surplus  Assets  amounting  to  ^19,625.  It  will  therefore 
be  apparent  that  the  Library  Fund  at  termination  of  year  occupied 
a  favourable  financial  position. 

ELECTRIC    LIGHTING  ACCOUNT. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  Capital  borrowed  at  that  date  was 
X  268,406  OS.  od.,  and  amount  expended  on  Capital  Account  was 
^275,194  1 8s.  5d.  Of  the  above  total  capital  indebtedness,  an 
amount  of  ^38,909  had  been  redeemed  at  termination  of  financial 
year.  This  redemption  represents  14.5  per  cent,  upon  the  amount 
(^f  loans  taken  up  and  the  amount  of  unpaid  borrowed  Capital 
at  end  of  year  was  therefore  ^229,497. 

The  Revenue  Account  shows  an  increase  over  previous  year, 
although  this  is  the  first  complete  year  during  which  the  recent 
reduction  in  price  of  current  has  taken  place.  The  gross  income 
has  been  ^^37,302  is.  8d.,  whereas  at  corresponding  date  last  year 
it  was  i^37,oi3  is.  gd.  The  discounts  granted  t(^  power  consumers 
and  others  under  scheme  operating  from  ist  October,  1905,  amounted 
to  £"992  8s.  7d.,  whereas  at  previous  year  it  was  only  £^gS  2s.  id. 

The  total  number  of  units  sold  for  private  purposes  during  the 
year  was  3,657,610,  and  the  revenue  obtained  therefrom  averaged 
2.01  d.  per  unit.  During  the  previous  year  the  total  units  sold  was 
3,146,672,  and  the  average  revenue  obtained  therefrom  was  2.33d. 
per  unit.  The  percentage  of  increase  shown  by  the  units  sold  over 
the  previous  year  was  16. i.  The  actual  increase  in  income  derived 
from  private  lighting  supply  has  hcen  £88  7s.  5d.,  and  from  public 
lighting  supply  £2^6  8s.  2d.  Tiic  revenue  from  meter  rents  has 
been  £17^  4s.  lod.,  an  increase  of  £y8  15s.  7d,  when  compared 
with  last  year,  whilst  revenue  derived  frf)m  miscellaneous  receipts 
has  reached  £"1,885  4s.  gd. 

The  working  expenditure  for  the  year  has  been  £'21,753  os.  5d., 
and  the  gross  surplus  £"15,549  is.  3d.  This  gross  profit  represents 
a  percentage  of  5.6  upon  amount  of  capital  expended  upon  the 
undertaking.     Last  year  the  gross  profit  was  6.13  per  cent  ujion 
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amount  of  capital  expended,  and  in  the  previous  year  the  corres- 
p6nding  gross  profit  amounted  to  8  per  cent.  Included  in  above 
working  expenditure  is  an  item  of  ^2,851  4s.  lod.,  for  rates,  taxes, 
etc.,  whereas  the  corresponding  expense  during  the  previous  year 
was  only  ^1,508  iis.  6d.  This  addition  is  attributable  to  the  large 
increase  in  the  assessment  of  the  installation  to  local  rating, 
consequent  upon  the  recent  quinquenial  re-valuation. 

After  meeting  charges  of  interest  on  indebtedness  on  amounts 
temporarily  borrowed  for  redemption  of  capital  and  for  writing  off 
a  sum  of  £"54  14s.  2d.  for  irrecoverables,  the  net  profit  made  for  the 
vear  was  ^14  4s.  i  id.  The  corresponding  sum  last  year  was 
'.2,631  8s.  id.,  which  represented  i.oi  per  cent,  upon  capital 
expended  at  that  date.  The  above  amount  required  to  be  written 
off  as  being  irrecoverable  is  the  smallest  loss  incurr-ed  under  this 
head  for  past  four  years,  and  is  ^^126  4s.  id.  less  than  last  year. 

A  gratifying  circumstance  attending  the  working  of  the  under- 
taking is  the  substantial  monetary  assistance  it  has  been  enabled  to 
afford  in  reducing  the  burden  (->!'  the  Borough  General  Rate.  The 
total  contribution  to  date  tluis  made  from  its  accumulated  revenues 
has  been  ^4,000,  whilst  a  furthen-  contribution  of  £^,000  is  provided 
for  in  the  Estimates  for  current  financial  year.  This  item  of 
£"4,000  is  clearlv  sliow  11  in  the  apj^ropriation  of  Profit  .\ccount. 

During  the  year  a  sum  of  ^346  i<Ss.  od.,  being  the  cost  of 
replacing  transforming  j)lanl.  has  been  debited  to  appropriation  of 
Profit  Accf)unt. 

The  Reserve  Fund  of  £2,500  formed  pursuant  to  resolution  of 
the  Council  of  17th  June,  1903,  has  not  since  been  added  to,  and 
during  the  year  the  sum  of  £^250  has  been  charged  against  it.  This 
amount  is  the  sum  deducted  by  on  Jon  County  Council  when 
advancing  a  loan  for  £"i8,()85  and  represents  the  estimated 
cost  of  replacing  portion  of  rectified  building.  This  reserve 
has  not  been  invested  owing  to  it  being  considered  desirable 
to  utilize  it  for  the  purpose  of  providing  working  capital.  Apart 
from  this  reserve,  the  balance  of  accumulated  profit  standing  to 
the  credit  of  the  undertaking  at  31st  March  last  was  £"6,750  i8s.  5d. 
BALANCE  SHEET. 

The  lialance  Sheet  has  been  prepared  in  the  same  form  as  last 
year.    Previous  to  1^04-5  the  practice  had  been  to  write  down  the 
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value  of  Capital  Assets  to  the  figure  represented  by  amount  of  loan 
outstanding  at  date.  But  in  compiling  the  Sheet  the  present 
practice  is  to  maintain  at  cost  the  value  of  such  Capital  Assets  as 
freehold  land  and  permanent  buildings  erected  thereon,  whilst  those 
Assets  which  possess  little  or  no  realizable  value,  such  as  highway 
improvements,  sewage  schemes  and  the  like,  have  been  written  down 
in  accordance  with  the  redemption  of  loans  borrowed  for  their 
respective  purposes.  This  modification  is  a  distinct  improvement, 
inasmuch  as  it  records  the  true  financial  position  of  the  Council  as 
regards  the  value  of  its  various  freehold  properties,  capital  outlay, 
and  amount  of  surplus  assets.  It  exhibits  in  columnar  form 
the  provision  made  to  date  by  payments  from  the  Borough  Revenue 
for  a  due  discharge  of  its  capital  liabilities.  Most  of  the  Metropolitan 
Borough  Councils  now  publish  balance  sheets  framed  on  a  similar 
basis. 

L.OAN    SUMMARY    AND  APPENDICES. 

The  Loan  Statement  appended  to  the  Accounts  shows  the  purpose 
of  each  current  loan.  As  this  sets  out  in  a  tabular  form  the  original 
amount  of  loans  borrowed,  the  amount  paid  off  and  the  sum  out- 
standing in  respect  to  each  at  termination  of  financial  year,  it  is 
hoped  it  will  prove  a  useful  statement  by  summarising  in  a  clear  and 
distinct  manner  the  actual  indebtedness  of  the  Borough  at 
termination  of  the  year. 

Included  in  the  appendices  is  a  return  showing  an  analysis  of  the 
General  Rate  levied  within  the  Borough  during  the  past  three  years, 
with  the  amounts  raised  respectively  for  County  and  Borough 
purposes.
